WHEREAS,  The  decennial  census  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
Census  is  mandated  by  the  U.S.  Constitution  for  the  purpose  of 
political  reapportionment  and  the  next  count  iSwill  be  taken  on  April 
1 ,  2  0  0  0;  and , 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Congress  has  enacted  federal  laws  and  programs 
that  rely  on  an  accurate  population  count  and  socioeconomic 
information  to  allocate  federal  funds  for  numerous  education, 
transportation,  social  service,  and  other  pz-ograms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  relies  on  census 
data  for  planning  decisions  and  allocating  government  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1930  Census  failed  to  count  over  837,000  people  in 
California,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  at  least  one  Congressional  seat 
and  over  a  hundred  million  dollars  in  federal  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1S90  Census  missed  almost  22,000  San  Francisco 
residents,  about  3%  of  the  City's  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  undercount  in  the  1990  Census  resulted  in  San 
Francisco  receiving  significantly  less  federal  funding  for  a  wide 
range  of  programs  that  benefit  San  Francisco  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  San  Francisco  children  missed  in  the  1990 
census  would  fill  nine  additional  public  schools;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  large  populations  that  have  been 
historically  undercounted  by  the  Bureau;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Women,  children,  the  poor,  the  homeless,  the  elderly, 
and  especially  recent  immigrants  have  been  historically  undercounted; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Experience  from  other  jurisdictions  has  demonstrated 
that  reducing  the  undercount  requires  a  coordinated  effort  by  local 
government  agencies,  community  agencies,  community-based

WHEREAS,  Federal  assault  weapons  legislation  enacted  in  1994  prohibits  the 
domestic  manufacture  of  high-capacity  ammunition  clips,  drums,  and  strips  that  hold  more 
than  ten  bullets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  currently  no  prohibition  against  the  importation  of  high-capacity 
ammunition  clips  by  foreign  manufacturers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  and  Firearms,  since  the 
1994  assault  weapons  legislation,  millions  of  high-capacity  clips  have  been  approved  for 
importation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  S.594  and  H.R.  1037,  the  Large  Capacity  Ammunition  Magazine  Import 
Ban  of  1999,  would  ban  the  importation  of  large  capacity  ammunition  feeding  devices  and 
extend  the  ban  on  transferring  such  devices  to  those  that  were  manufactured  before  the  ban 
becomes  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  S.594  and  H.R.  1037  are  on  fiie  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.        990547 ;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  almost  two  decade-long  acquired  immune  deficiency  syndrome 
(AIDS)  pandemic,  and  the  more  recent  spread  of  blood-borne  hepatitis  pose  an 
unprecedented  public  health  crisis  in  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Injection  drug  users  are  the  second  largest  group  at  risk  of  becoming 
infected  with  the  human  immunodeficiency  virus  (HIV)  and  developing  AIDS;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Injection  drug  users  are  the  primary  source  of  heterosexual,  female,  and 
perinatal  transmission  in  California,  the  United  States,  and  Europe;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Studies  indicate  that  the  lack  of  sterile  needles  available  on  the  street,  and 
the  existence  of  laws  restricting  needle  availability  promote  needle  sharing,  and  consequently 
the  spread  of  HIV  among  injections  drug  users;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  announced 
on  April  20,  1998  that  "needle  exchange  programs  can  be  an  effective  part  of  a 
comprehensive  strategy  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  HIV  transmission  and  do  not  encourage 
the  use  of  illegal  drugs";  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  is  one  of  10  states  that  criminalizes  the  furnishing,  possession, 
or  use  of  hypodermic  needles  or  syringes  without  a  prescription;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
declares  a  weekly  state  of  emergency  to  permit  its  needle  exchange  program  under  the 
Department  of  Public  Health;  now,  therefore,  be  it  DOCUMENTS  DEPT.

3  FOR  THE  ELEVEN  NATIONAL  FORESTS  IN  THE  SIERRA  NEVADA  REGION. 

4  WHEREAS,  The  national  forests,  including  especially  the  eleven  national  forests  in  the  Sierra 

5  Nevada,  are  an  important  part  of  our  national  heritage  that  should  be  managed  wisely  for  the  benefit  of 

6  this  and  future  generations;  and, 

7  WHEREAS,  The  national  forests  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  provide  a  multitude  of  benefits  to 

8  society,  including  clean  water,  clean  air,  wildlife  and  plants  and  their  habitat,  biological  diversity, 

9  recreational  opportunities,  wilderness,  outstanding  scenery,  timber,  forage,  minerals,  and  a  living

1 1  WHEREAS,  Many  San  Franciscans  visit  and  enjoy  the  many  resources  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  in

24  WHEREAS,  The  report  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Ecosystem  Project  and  other  recent  scientific

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  unintentional  drug  poisoning  was  the  5th  leading  cause  of  death 
overall,  and  as  high  as  the  2nd  leading  cause  of  death  in  some  neighborhoods;  and, 

WHERE  \S,  Over  85%  of  overdose  deaths  involved  heroin;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  ranks  3rd  in  the  nation  for  heroin  related  emergency  room  visits;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Of  our  approximately  13,000-15,000  active  heroin  users,  approximately  4,000  are 
in  some  form  of  treatment,  and  approximately  2,150  participate  in  methadone  maintenance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  San  Francisco  study,  within  the  drug  using  population,  only  22% 
are  in  treatment,  but  59%  say  they  would  accept  a  treatment  slot  if  one  were  immediately  available; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco,  by  resolution  number  56-98,  adopted  February  6,  1998,  recognized 
the  value  of  methadone  treatment  by  urging  our  Health  Department  to  apply  for  a  federal  waiver 
allowing  private  physicians  to  administer  methadone;  and, 

WHEREAS,  General  Barry  McCaffrey,  Clinton's  drug  advisor,  has  publicly  endorsed  expansion 
of  methadone  treatment  on  the  basis  of  studies  showing  that  methadone  reduces  heroin  use  by  70%, 
reduces  crime  by  50%,  increases  employment  by  25%,  and  upon  proof  that  it  prevents  the  harms 
attendant  to  heroin  use  such  as  AIDS,  hepatitis  C,  and  soft  tissue  damage;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  National  Institute  of  Health's  Consensus  Development  Statement, 
November  17-19,  1997,  complete  abstinence  is  not  an  achievable  goal  for  the  majority  of  opiate 
dependent  persons;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  According  to  this  same  report,  patients  who  are  treated  for  less  than  3  months 
generally  show  little  or  no  improvement,  and  most,  if  not  all,  patients  require  continuous  treatment  over 
a  period  of  years,  and  perhaps  for  life;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Methadone  curbs  the  craving  for  heroin  without  producing  the  high  associated  with 
heroin;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  death  rates  for  persons  removed  from  treatment,  logged  at  twice  those  of 
patients  in  treatment,  is  attributed  to  the  sharp  increase  in  narcotics  and  AIDS-related  deaths  after 
leaving  treatment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Senator  McCain  introduced  a  bill  in  the  106th  Congress,  which  would  prohibit  the 
use  of  Medicaid  funds  for  methadone  maintenance  programs  that  do  not  specify  a  time  line  (not  to 
exceed  six  months)  from  the  date  of  an  individual's  enrollment  in  treatment  for  achieving  complete 
termination  of  methadone;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Abstinence-based  policies  such  as  the  one  espoused  by  Senate  Bill  423  represent 
the  antithesis  of  the  harm  reduction  policies  consistently  endorsed  by  San  Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be
